-The above paragraph is from a New England newspaper of 


ability and standing, nnd if aptly illustrates the danger of be- 
ing carried of]' one's feel by the excitement incident-lo the war. 
The condition that the writer has in mind when he speaks of 
"one country, one flag and one language" is highly desirable 
and is steadily coining about without the aid of force. 


Who knows an alien who has-been in the country any 


length of time who cannot speak the language well enough to 
make himself understood? .The rapidity with which foreign-' 
ers learn English after coming to this country1 lias for years 
been surprising lo the jialiyes.. .These new comers do not in 
all cases or in many^ast^ldarn^to^peak English fluently, but 
they very, soon learn to nWlce:tjieriiSelves understood and then 
go on improving in the use of lliS''|tfngiiage as the years pass. 


To' talk about -immigrants "refusing" to learn English is
